TACOMA, Wa.sh. (A>l—I^aw offi-, 
rers hunted a long knife today as 
one of the mo.st important clues to 
the identity of Charles Mattson's 
kidnap-killer. 

The knife was used in inflicting 
a deep wound in the kidnaped boy's 
hack before he was slain by a blow 
on the head. Reports of the stab 
wound came from several reliable 
sources. 

The same sources said the wound 
was narrow, apparently made by a 
long slim blade. They could not 
say whether a carving knife, 
stiletto or large penknife had been 
used, but added the weapon was 
one of the three.

Death of Martin Johnson, fa¬ 
mous explorer, today brought sad¬ 
ness to two Orange county officials 
who knew him in his youth. 

W. F. Menton, district attorney, 
knew John.son as a boy in Inde¬ 
pendence, Kan. Johnson, he said, 
was a camera fan in early days. 
The explo.rer's movies of African 
wild animals are famous. 

Eugene Fenelon, new county 
purchasing agent, knew the ex¬ 
plorer intimately and had a part in 
the opening of his career. 

Both signed up with Jack Lon¬ 
don for his South Seas voyage, 
which formed the basis for a fa¬ 
mous London book, "The Voyage 
of the Snark.” 

"I’m certainly sorry to hear 
about Martin,” Fenelon com¬ 
mented. 

He recalled that he helped his 
friend London select a staff from 
thousands of letters which poured 


in from ambitious adventurers who 
wished to go on the trip. 

“Johnson was just a raw kid 
from Independence, but there was 
something in his letter that caught 
Jack's fancy, and he wrote for him 
to come along,” the purchasing 
agent recalled. 

Already an amateur photogra¬ 
pher, Johnson handled all the 
photography for the voyage, and 
improved his technique. 

When Johnson returned from the 
trip with a collection of weapons 
and curios, he was signed on the 
Orpheum circuit, remaining there 
four years. This attracted enough 
attention to launch him permanent¬ 
ly on an explorer’s career. 

Another who has a personal in¬ 
terest in the fate of the Johnsons 
is Mrs. Luella Blackburn, 712 Cy¬ 
press street, who was Mrs. John¬ 
son's teacher for two years in the 
public schools of Chanute, Kan.

LOS ANGELES. (.PI—A freight 
locomotive backing up in the dark¬ 
ness of the Mojave desert ran over 
a section crew, killing eight men, 
the Union Pacific Railroad said to¬ 
day.

Frank 
Murphy, acting in the face of 
spreading strikes in General 
Motors plants while hundreds of 
national guardsmen watched a 
tense situation in Flint, Mich., 
moved today to bring corporation 
officials and union labor leaders 
to Lansing for a joint confer¬ 
ence. 

Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America, announced he would ac¬ 
cept the invitation, which also 
went to William S. Knudsen, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of General 
Motors. 

Should Knudsen accept, it would 
be the first meeting of the op¬ 
posing sides in formal conference 
since the start of the strikes 
which have thrown more than 114,- 
000 General Motors automotive 
wage earners out of work in 18 
cities.

Western Air Officials 
Launch Probe; Pilot 
Tells Crash Tale 

LOS ANGELES. (..P)—Martin 
Johnson, noted explorer, died to¬ 
day of injuries suffered in yester¬ 
day’s Western Air Express trans¬ 
port crash, the second fatality 
among the 13 persons aboard the 
ill-fated airliner. 

James A. Braden, president of a 
Cleveland, Ohio, ink company, was 
crushed to death between two 
seats when the two-motored plane 
pancaked on a fog-shrouded moun¬ 
tainside 15 miles from Union Air 
terminal, its destination at Bur¬ 
bank on a flight from Salt Lake 
City. 

(io-Pilot Clifford P. Owens and 
A. L. Loomis, of Omaha, Neb., a 
passenger, were critically hurt, but 
none of those riding in the big all- 
metal craft escaped without some 
injury. 

Mrs. Osa Johnson, the explor¬ 
er’s wife, suffered concussion and 
a fractured right knee. 

5th In 30 Days 
While snow piled up on the dam¬ 
aged wings and fuselage of the 
airliner, on a ridge 100 yards be¬ 
low the Los Pinetos ranger look¬ 
out station, two governmental in¬ 
quiries were set in motion in an at¬ 
tempt to determine the cause of 
the disaster. 

It was the fifth major airliner 
accident in the United States in 
the last 30 days. 

The big game hunter, one of 12 
hurt in the crash which killed one 
passenger, had suffered a concus¬ 
sion, fractures of both legs, mul¬ 
tiple fractures of both jaws, frac¬ 
tured nose and severe shock. He 
was brought to the hospital early 
today after receiving emergency 
treatment la.st night in a ranger 
lookout station 100 yards from 
where the Salt Lake City-Los An¬ 
geles airliner pancaked at 11:10 a 
m. yesterday. 

Plan Investigation 
With his wife, Osa, his compan¬ 
ion of many African safaris with 
movie cameras, Johnson was on his 
way to fill a series of lecture en- 
gagements in Southern California. 
Mrs, Johnson suffered concussion 
and a fractured right knee in the 
accident. 

"An immediate investigation will 
bo made as soon as the injured 
are cared for, and the facts will 
be known to the public,” said 
Alvin Adams, president of West¬ 
ern Air Express. 

The big two-motored Boeing 
one engine torn off and its nose 
crumpled, lay like a ghost ship, 
slop the snow-shrouded ridge and 
100 yards below the Los Pinetos 
ranger lookout station. 

From the wreck, one passenger, 
Arthur S. Robinson of Rochester, 
N. Y., managed to stagger sever! 
miles through yesterday’s storm 
and called rescuers to the scene. 
He reached Olive View sanitariuni 
with a fractured foot, possible in¬ 
ternal injuries and several crushed 
vertebrae in his spine. 

Medical aid was rushed to the 
plane and the other injured were 
removed to the unoccupied lookout

Crittenden, repre.senting the grow 
ers, have announced programs of 
legislation they will seek to have 
enacted. 

To Oppose Law 

Growers and labor groups will 
join in seeking establishment of a 
board to hear and settle farm la¬ 
bor disputes. Mediation would not 
be compulsory, under their pro¬ 
posals, but, they agree, would be 
a welcome means for settlement of 
grower-worker disputes if such an 
authority existed. 

Vandeleur declared labor would 
oppose any mandatory arbitration 
law on the ground that it was un^ 
constitutional, but that ms fed¬ 
eration would be glad to have an 
authority such as it is to be pro¬ 
posed to .settle controversies vol¬ 
untarily brought before it. 

Senator Crittenden stated that 
huge losses attributable to lobar 
trouble had been incurred by grow¬ 
ers during the past season and ex¬ 
pressed the hope some authority 
might be created to settle future 
disputes. 

Protect Picketing 

In addition, labor’s program, ac¬ 
cording to Vandeleur, will embrace 
the following proposals: 

New laws to safeguard the prin¬ 
ciple of collective bargaining. 

Safeguards of the right of 
peaceful picketing and a guaran¬ 
tee against the wrongful use of in¬ 
junctions in labor disputes. 

Action to curb the unlawful ac¬ 
tivities of vigilante groups. 

To limit the u.se of gas bombs 
by authorities participating in la¬ 
bor disputes. 

Alxilish Sales Tax 

To permit employes engaged on 
public works projects who are not 
paid "prevailing wages” as estab- 
li.shed by law to sue and recover. 

To amend the California work¬ 
ers’ compensation act by broaden¬ 
ing its provisions to meet present 
day conditions. 

To provide labor representation 
on the state personnel board, civil 
service commission and other 
state boards and commissions. 

To abolish the state sales tax.

Are Fascists to Be Censored, Too? 

"VrOW that the board of education has decided it won’t 
permit asserted Communists to lecture under its 
sponsorship, what does it plan to do about the two young 
Nazi and Fascist representatives who are scheduled to 
speak at Junior college next Friday? 

We refer specifically to Miss Ursula Schaffer of 
Essen, Germany, and Dr, P, M, Pasinetti of Venice, Italy, 
both of whom are attending a California university with 
the sanction of their homeland’s dictatorial governments. 
This question is not intended to embarrass the board 
or to add to the troubles which it gratuitously carries 
for the rest of us. 

But it does emphasize a fine point in the business of 
censoring school programs. 

Why refuse to let an asserted Red talk to grown-up 
folks who are begging to hear him—and yet expose the 
tender minds of young boys and girls to what acknowl¬ 
edged Blackshirts and Brownshirts have to say? 

If there is a logical explanation for this, we would 
be glad to hear and print it. 

Fascism and Nazism are as foreign to free America 
as any other form of European tyranny. 

Don’t get the idea that The Journal wants to gag 
those two young people from Italy and Germany. Prob¬ 
ably we can learn something about their way of living 
and their viewpoints. We need all the knowledge we 
can gather. 

But the same principle also applies to the Lewis 
Browne case. 

As the Christian Science Monitor says: “Democracy 
needs no alliances with ignorance or partial ignorance. 
Dictatorship—Fascist or Communist—may thrive on half 
truths. Free government can stand the light.’’ 

The Journal is thoroughly satisfied that American 
political institutions are the most enlightened and finest 
in the world. 

If we weren’t, we, too, would call for elimination of 
the hateful words of Fascist, Nazi and Communist from 
our schools. 

Meanwhile, we hope the school board protects its 
prestige by lining up with the majority of the people and 
leading the community out of this free-speech tangle.
